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In one of my earlier articles, 
I mentioned the Record Rooms 
of the various counties of Scot- 
land being a gold mine of valu- 
able and interesting documents 
which embrace national and 
local history. In 1748 George 
II abolished Heritable jurisdic- 
tions in Scotland. Henceforth, 
the Sheriffs of counties came to 
be appointed directly by and 
made responsible to the Crown. 
By this act, all the Judicial 
Records of both of the Courts 
of the Heritable Sheriffs and 
Baillies of Barony were trans- 
ferred to the custody of ap- 
pointed Sheriffs. Most of these 
records, which survived, span a 
time period of 1680 to 1750 -a 
most interesting period of Scot- 
tish history. These records are 
not for the general reader but 
those interested in antiquities. 
These records reveal the true 
“life and blood” of our Scottish 
ancestors. Their behavioral 
patterns at work and play; old 
county families and estates; 
court room experiences; social 
conditions and manners of the 
people; rents, prices, etc. My 
researching is, in the main, 
based upon the records of Re- 
nfrewshire from about 1490 to 
the latter part of the 1800s. For 
our readers searching family 
ties in the 1700s, here is a sub- 
ject worth of consideration.

cution of these pennaltys is by 
law competent to every pror Fi- 
skall. Notwithstanding thereof 
it is of verity that the said de- 
fenders, within these fourteen 
days bygone or thereby, were 
married in ane clandestine or 
irregular way, without procla- 
mation of Banns and therefore 
the said John King, as ane Gelt- 
leman Burgess, out to be out- 
lawed in terms of the said 
Laws” 

“The Defr John King, pre- 
sent, judicially acknowledges 
the Lybell, but refuses that he 
is a Gentleman or Burges. 
“John King” “In respect 
whereof, the Judge decerns him 
in one hundred merks fyne, and 
imprisonment in terms of the 
“Claud Simp- 
son, Sheriff Subt.” - 

What if such fines were lev- 
ied on today’s irregular mar- 
riages? To say the least it 
would be a bumpy introduction 
to married family life. 

In the 1700s the Kirk Ses- 
sions were horrified by the 
thought of interference with

their ecclesiastical rights. This 
led them to seek enforcements 


of statutes enacted by the Scot- 


tish Parliament at a time when 
the Dignitaries of the Church 
dominated its legislation, and 
sought by the terrors of the ci- 
vil law to secure obedience to 
Church rule. 

In 1731, the Procurator Fis- 
cal of the Sheriff Court of the 
County instituted criminal pro- 
ceedings under the 34th Act of 
the first session of the first Par- 
liament of King Charles II, 
against John King, maltman in 
Paisley, for marrying otherwise 
than under the sanction and by 
the aid of the church. Mr. 
King, a respectful Paisley mer- 
chant is ...proved by his very 
extensive dealings in malt, was 
from his position, likely to af- 
ford to the “Fisck,” who prose- 
cuted for his own rather than 
“the public interest,” a good 
fine for his transgression of an 
iniquitous law, and therefore 
was pounced upon within the 
honeymoon for daring irregu- 
larly and without ecclesiastical 
sanction to marry Miss Ann 
Robertson, and cruelly sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for 
three months, besides being 
subjected in the ScarMbOry: 
penalty. 

This penalty was, for a gent- 
leman, five hundred pounds; 
but Mr. King, sinking in his 
pride to save his pocket, pru- 
dently repudiated, for the time 
being, the right of the Fiscal to

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The Caledonian Foundation 
has been promoting Tartan 
Day, or more particularly, a 
specific date on which Tartan 
Day would be celebrated. The 
concept for Tartan Day has 
been around for awhile and has 
been celebrated in Canada for 
several years. In the US, a 
number of organizations, as 
well as several states, have rec- 
ognized Tartan Day, but many 
of them have different dates 
with different reasons for that 
date. Canada has adopted a 
single date nationwide: April 6. 
Why April 6th? to quote from 
the April/May 1996 issue of the 
Family Tree, “The idea of a spe- 
cial day to honor early Scots 
and the Scotch-Irish settlers 
was begun in 1988 by the Fed- 
eration of Scottish Clans in 





Nova Scotia, Canada. Asinthe - 


United States, many Scots had 
come to Canada against their 
will and had gone on to become 
exemplary citizens. Many of 
the other provinces also felt 
that such a day of recognition 
was needed and passed Private 
Members Bills or Premier’s 
Proclamations in support of the 
resolution. Scots and their de- 
scendants were encouraged to 
wear tartan to their places of 
work, play or worship in honor 


of their forebears, and in recog- 
nition of the hardships they en- 
dured. The date chosen, April 
6, has special significance. It is 
the anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of Arbroath, the Scottish 
Declaration of Independence.

The article in the June/July 1996 issue of The Family Tree entitled “The Internet And Genealogy“ drew a lots of 
responses by regular mail as well as by E-Mail. 3 

I appreciated all the responses and comments. There is much interest in the World Wide Web. 

There are many search services that can be accessed for a net search. Some of the more popular are Yahoo, In- 
foseek, Lycos, Magellan, and Excite. All a person needs to do is access these areas and write in the word geneal- 
ogy, then go from there. It will lead you to many other areas. The Magellan Internet Guide gave a listing of 4452 
results when searched for genealogy. It also gives a brief review of each site. For example, the Cajun Clickers 
Genealogy SIG, address http://www. intersurf.com/cars/ states that users will find examples of past newsletters 
and information on joining the group. 

The Internet should be very interesting to the genealogist or the family historian. Once it is accessed new 
things are continually discovered. One search leads to another. There are many federal and state links which 
will be of interest. It is amazing what can be found on federal, state and local history. The research is unlimited. 

When a state or a locality is of interest to the researcher, one source to explore will be the libraries in that par- 
ticular state. For example, for Georgia you will find what is known as GALILEO. Galileo is the acronym for 
Georgia Library Learning Online. It was an initiative of the University System of Georgia funded by Governor 
Zell Miller and the General Assembly. The purpose of Galileo is to make sure that any student or professor of 
the Georgia University System can access materials they need, regardless of where they live in the state. The ad- 
dress for GALILEO in Georgia is http://galileo.gsu.edu/Homepage.cgi. The Homepage for Galileo directs you

to a section about Galileo, Internet Resources, and Georgia Library Catalogs. 


A person can, also,arrive at Galileo by typing in Galileo on one of the search engines. I found 2471 items re- 
ferring to the word Galileo. After searching through four or five pages, I found Galileo with an explanation that 
it was not only a database on all subjects, but also it gave the Georgia University System Library catalogs as well 


as links to other Internet resources. 
Galileo Resources leads to Census Links. 


This points you to U.S. Census Bureau. This leads to a Georgia 
Census Data Map and Data Maps for other states. At this point there is a link to the University of Oregon Gov- — 
ernment Information Sharing Project. This includes Demographic Databases, Economic databases, as well as 
Education Databases. Included here is a link to the University of Virginia. There are County and City Data 


Books, and County Business Patterns for all the United States located at this link. 


Also, in this area will be found the State of Georgia Publications. This has scanned images of public docu- - 
ments from the executive branch of Georgia State government. This includes over 1300 published documents

Institution. The library link directs you to a number of libraries such as the Library of Congress, The Virginia 
Library and Information Network, and the Internet Public Library, but you can go to more specific links. The 
Library of Congress link has selected Civil War photographs as well as information on the House and Senate. It 
is a very interesting site. 

The Virginia Library and Information Network guides a person to the Virginia Colonial Records project. It 
also includes the United States Army Signal Corps Photographs. In this area you find a Tour of Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s Academic Village. Many interesting things can be found here. 

The Boston Globe, The Irish Times, The Macon Telegraph, can be accessed from publications and newspap- 
ers on line. The Wall Street Journal is among the other newspapers which you can find as a link. 

The government printing servers include a link to the U.S. House of Representatives. The Government Print- 
ing Office and a Welcome to the White House can be found at this location. There is a world of information on 
all three branches of government. 

Another interesting place to visit on the web is the North Carolina Encyclopedia. It is located at 
http://hal.dcr.state.nc.us/nc/cover.html It gives much information on North Carolina, including the counties and 
communities. There are even maps to show where the counties are located. There is an excellent discussion on 
“County Government: Historical Perspective”. The history of the state not only includes a chronology butalso a 
descriptive and informative section about historic sites. Different subjects are discussed such as the carly his- 
tory, the colonial period, the Halifax Resolves, the Period from the Revolutionary War to the Civil War, and the 
twentieth century. There is also a lots of information about the people of North Carolina, and the geography of 
the state. North Carolina State Government can be found here. This includes the State Constitution. The North 
Carolina Governors information is located at this site. If you are wanting to learn about North Carolina this is 
the site to visit.

the County, of frequent occur- 
rence, which can only be ex- 
plained by the supposition that 
they were very profitable to the 
authorities. But the miseries of 
an unfortunate benedict did not 
end with imprisonment and 
fine, for he had still ecclesiasti- 
cal censure to meet, and had to 
undergo such penance as was 
then imposed by the kirk for 
anticipating, or rather contu- 
maciously dispensing with, the 
-sanction of the Church to his 
marriage.

The many persecuting laws, 
passed by a subservient Parlia- 
ment during the reign of Char- 
les I and II and James VII, are 
now nearly all swept from the 
Statute Book or have become 
obsolete. Today, a young mar- 
ried couple can enjoy their hon- 
eymoon without dread of being 
separated by imprisonment of 
the husband for three months, 
or punished by excessive pe- 

-nalties; and. it will be generally 
allowed that the more merciful 
view now taken of irregular 
marriages is not less likely to 
have a good moral effect than 
the stern and merciless course 
taken in the olden times to 
please the Church, and at the 
same time, replenish the pocket 
of the Fiscal, who, as well as 
the Sheriff, had to seek for re- 
muneration from such sources 
for their official labours and 
were thus led to oppress the 
leiges.

routed the English archers and 
broke the left ‘flank of Ed- 
ward’s army. Thus, he mater- 
ially contributed to the greatest 
defeat ever suffered by an En- 
glish army. 

The 3rd Earl was known as 
William of the Tower because 
he lived for years in seclusion 
at Dunnottar Castle near 
Stonehaven. He was reputed to 


’ be the wealthiest peer in all of 
Scotland. He held estates in so 
many shires that he could travel 
from the Tweed to the Pentland 


Firth, eating every meal and ~ 


sleeping every night on his own 
lands. 

During the Civil Wars, the 
Regalia of Scotland was kept 
by William, 6th Earl Marischal 


at the Keith stronghold of Dun- — 


nottar, considered to be the saf- 
est castle in Scotland. As it 
was, Dunnottar held out longer 
against Montrose and Crom- 
well than any other fortress in 
Scotland. The besiegers had 
hoped to capture the Scottish 
Regalia, but the Keiths had it 
smuggled it through Crom- 
well’s lines and buried under 
the pavement of the parish 
church where it remained for 
several years until all danger 
had passed. 

The Keiths and the Gunns 
engaged in a long and bitter 
feud in the northern Highlands 
that was officially ended after 
500 years by a treaty signed inn 
1978. The most famous skirm- 
ish took place at the Chapel of 
St. Tears in 1479. The two 
clans agreed to a prearranged 
fight at which each side was 
permitted an equal number of 
horse. However, the Keiths 
came to battle riding two to a 
horse - with predictable results. 

George, 5th Earl Marischal, 
received his early education at 
the University of Aberdeen be- 
fore studying for years in Par- 
ish and Geneva. In 1593, he 
founded Marischal College in 
Aberdeen and endowed it with 
lands and heritages of several 
wealthy chaplaincies within the 
city. Marischal College, now a 
part of the University of Aber- 
deen, recently celebrated its 
four hundredth anniversary by 
awarding a Doctor of Laws De- 
gree to Michael Keith, 13th 
Earl of Kintore, Chief of Clan 
Keith. 

The organization of the pre- 
sent day Clan Keith Society, 
USA, can be traced to the 
Grandfather Mountain High- 


land Games in 1969, where two 
Keiths, John and George New- 
berry of Atlanta, rendered a 
“Bond of Manrent” to the Earl 
of Kintore. Michael, 13th Earl 
of Kintore, the current Chief of 
Clan Keith, has his seat at The 
Stables, Keith Hall, Inverurie,

PALTO ALTO, CA- The 
first-ever comprehensive list of 
Jewish cemeteries around the 
world is now available on the 
World Wide Web, thanks to a 
four year effort by the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Genealogical 
Societies (AJGS). The list can 
be found on the JewishGen 
home page at 
http://www.jewishgen.org and 
includes over 13,500 Jewish 
cemeteries in 85 different 
countries and all 50 US states. 

The AJGS’s Cemetery Pro- 
ject relies on the efforts of hun- 
dreds of volunteers, primarily 
amateur genealogists, to collect 
information on cemeteries in 
their areas. In addition, the US 
Commission for the Preserva- 
tion of America’s Heritage 
Abroad, which has surveyed 
cemeteries in Eastem Europe, 
is contributing information on 
Jewish cemeteries in Poland, 
Hungary, Slovakia; Ukraine 
and the Czech Republic. 

Some of the burials listed 
come from Jewish cemeteries 
which no longer exist. - The 
Jewish cemetery in the town of 
Schneidemuhl, Poland, for ex- 
ample, was destroyed by the 
Nazis during the SEcond 
World War, along with the 
town’s Jewish community. 
Just before the war, however, 
the head of the town’s burial 
society immigrated to San- 
tiago, Chile, taking a copy of 
the community’s burial regis- 
ter. Last year, after more than 
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50 years of storage in Chile, the 
burial records from Schneide- 
muhl were added to the Jewish 
Cemetery Project database. 


The non-profit Association 
of Jewish Genealogical Societ- 
ies (AJGS) is the umbrella or- 
ganization for Jewish genea- 
logical societies around the 
world. Reflecting the growing 


interest in genealogy among 
contemporary Jews, there are 
Jewish genealogical societies 
in some 50 US and Canadian 
cities, and a dozen or more 
countries including Australia, 
Brazil, France, Great Britain, 
the Netherlands and Israel. Re- 
cent additions to the ranks of 
the AJGS include Jewish ge- 
nealogical societies in South. 
Africa, Russia and Azerbaijan. _ 


The AJGS and its compo- | 
nent JGSs are also involved in 
helping new immigrants from 
the former Soviet Union use 
American records to reunite: 
with branches of their families 
who came to the United States 
in the 1920s or earlier; the in- 
dexing of persons and places 
mentioned in the tens of thou- 
sands of Holocaust testimonies: 
in archives in North America. _

Forgotten historical symbolism Ree ESESE

The Confederate battle flag 
with its blue cross on a red field 
was first introduced by Wil- 
liam Porcher Miles, a Confed- 
erate Congressman on March 
4, 1861. Miles wanted his de- 
sign to be the official national 
flag of the Confederacy but his 
flag design was not accepted. 
What was accepted was a flag 
that became known as the Stars 
and Bars - or the First National 
flag. This new flag had seven 
stars in a circle with three 
stripes, red-white-red, running 
horizontally across the flag - 
not unlike the Colonial flag of- 


- ten referred to as the Betsy 


Ross flag. 

However, during the Battle 
of First Manassas (Bull Run) in 
July of 1861, the similarities 
between the Confederate First 
National flag and the US Stars 
and Stripes created much con- 
fusion on the battlefield. Con- 
federate General P.G.T. Beau- 
regard complained of this prob- 
lem to Congressman Miles. 
Miles suggested to Beauregard 
that his original x-shaped de- 
sign be used on the battlefield 
instead. This was the birth of 
the Confederate Battle flag and 
what has become through the 


years, the most recognizable 


symbol of the South’s historic 


- struggle for independence. 


While some see the Confed- 
erate Battle flag as an Ameri- 
can icon, the design of the Con- 
federacy’s most popular flag 
actually has its roots deeply 
embedded in European culture, 
particularly in that of Ireland 
and Scotland. 

The flag of Scotland, known 
as St. Andrew’s Cross is a 
white x-shaped cross on a blue 
field. One of Ireland’s ancient 
flags, known as St. Patrick’s 
flag, consisted of a red x- 
shaped cross on a white field.

index of over 95,000 Jewish vital records from Poland 


BOSTON, MA - The Rus- 
sian Era Indexing of Poland 
Project, announced at the 15th 
Summer Seminar on Jewish 
Genealogy, is bringing geneal- 
ogy into cyberspace. Under the 
direction of Steven Zedeck and 
Michael Tobias, the Russian 
Era Indexing of Poland Project 
(REIPP) is helping move Jew- 
ish genealogical research into 
the modern age of searchable 
databases via the Internet. 
REIPP provides a searchable 
index for over 95,000 Jewish 
vital records. This index, 
together with related micro- 
films, brings genealogy into the 
computing age, making it dra- 
matically easier and signific- 
antly less time-consuming for 
family historians worldwide to 
search for their Polish roots. 

Zedeck and Tobias, REIPP 
co-founders, first discussed the 


idea of an Internet accessible - 


vital record index, while each 
was spending countless hours 
poring over LDS (Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints) microfilms at Family 
History Centers near their 
home towns in Nashua, New 
Hampshire and Glasgow, Scot- 
land, respectively. Frustrated 
by the obstacles in their own 
research, and aware of the easy 
access to information afforded 
by the World Wide Web and 
the Internet - where they met - 
Zedeck and Tobias recognized 
the value of a searchable datab- 
ase. Tobias built the database 
and a search engine, while 
Zedeck, who coordinates all 
transliteration activities worl- 
dwide, enlisted the support of 
Susan King and Bernard 
Kouchel, managers of Jewish- 
Gen site and server on the 


* Internet. 


“The realization that vital re- 


- cords survived Europe’s wards, 


its destroyed communities and 
years of neglect is quite a sur- 
prise for Jews who have never 
done family history research. 
For Jews with roots in Poland. 
REIPP transforms that realiza- 
tion into research possibilities 
that just a few years ago were 
wishful thinking,” said La- 
wrence Tapper of the National 
Archives of Canada. “As 
REIPP’s indexing project picks 
up steam and more records are 
added to the rapidly growing 
database, a large segment of 
the world’s Jewish population 
will be able to do meaningful 
family history research from 
the comfort of their homes.” 
Today, after only 4 months, 
the REIPP database became ac- 
cessible via Internet electronic 
mail, and already has over 
95,000 Jewish vital records 
from more than 35 towns in Po- 
land. In addition to e-mail ac- 


cess, the REIPP database will
